Stephonle Martinez, a seven-year-old 
girl, and a negro, nam e not given. 
A hole two feet squaro burst in tho 
boiler drum, which stood about tw elve 
feet away from the sugar house.

escaping steam 
ploughed 
a trench 
about three feet deep in the ground 
until It struck the sugar house foun­ 
dation of stone and cem ent. 
This ob­ 
struction 
deflected 
the colum n of 
steam and hot water upward so that 
It 
ripped a com paratively 
narrow 
hole In the sugar house, passing out j 
at the roof about forty feet d ista n t' 
from the broaen drum. 
The sugar 
house wns filled with steam . 
W hen 
this boiling vapor had expended its 
force rescuers ran Into the wrecked 
structure, finding three men, the little 
girl and the negro still alive, hut fa­ 
tally burned and in intense suffering.

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COTTON IRRIGATION 


Successful Dcmoastratiofl Made at A. 
■ad M. College Duriag Past 
Season. 
College Station, Tex., Oct, 31.— 
The question has often been asked 
if cotton can be successfully grown 
under irrigation, or rather whether 
it is a profitable crop when grown 
under irrigation. 
The A. and M. 
College is undertaking to answer 
that question by carefully conduct­ 
ed experiments. 
The answer is 
yes, it undoubtedly pays both to 
fertilize and to irrigate, if the water 
can be had at anything like a 
reasonable cost. 
In the experi­ 
ment in irrigating cotton this sea-1 
son, a crop of over two bales to 1 
the acre was obtained, netting a 
gross income of over $100. 
Fol­ 
lowing is an account of the experi­ 
ment. 
Growing cotton under irrigation, 
was tried this season on thin up- j 
land soil belonging to the college. j 
The experiment is interesting from ; 
the fact that cotton is not consider- 
ed a crop that will return profits, I 
equal to some other crops, under 
intensive high class farming. Cot- 
ton does not require heavy rainfall 
and is in fact often injured by too, 
much, yet a large yield is depen-1 
dent on a constant supply of soil ‘Jj** 
moisture and w ith a constant sup- .4 *. 
ply and the use of fertilizer a large 
yield is certain, even on poor soil. 
In this experiment alarge quantity ! 
of commercial fertilizer was used, ; 
perhaps more than was necessary,' 
but Mr. R. L. Bennett, cotton ex- j 
pert, had an object in using as 
much as 1000 pounds per acre. 
A j 
large land owner in south Texas 
wrote Mr. Bennett to know wheth- J 
er two bales could be made per 
acre by irrigation and heavy ferli-1 
zation, and run no risk of injuring 
the crop in using a large amount 
of fertilizer. 
Mr. Bennett used j 
1,000 pounds of fertilizer to the 
acre and irrigated three times; once 
before planting and twice after- j 
ward. 
The water was run down 
the furrow' between the rows, then 1 
when dry a cultivation was given 
to prevent loss of water 
Very: 
little rain fell from date of plant- j 
ing, May 1 to July 15, when the 
crop w’as practically made. 
The 
tw’o irrigations did not cause rank 
growth nor delay maturity. 
Being 
upland soil if became dry when ir­ 
rigation was stopped. 
The yield 
was over two bales per acre and at 
9c the lint and seed amounted to 
over 1100. 
The fertilizer cost $12 
and the only extra cost of growing 
the crop w as in the three waterings. 
Mr. Bennett says that cotton can 
be grown intensively and on high 
priced land w ith profits correspond­ 
ing to that of crops that are gener­ 
ally considered better suited to in­ 
tensive high class farming. He 
further maintains that growers need 
not irrigate cotton for a yield of 
one to one and a half bales per 
acre; since by proper cultivation 
and fertilization such yields are 
readily obtainable and that the 
profits increase per acre 
in an 
increase of the number of acres. 
In the cotton experiments at Col­ 
lege the yield this season was from 
three-quarters to 1 and a half bales 
per acre without irrigation. 
On 
the entire 31 acres of experiments 
twenty-nine 500-pound bales have 
been gathered and marketed.
